So Far 225 Persons Listed for 
Help Under Old Age Pen­ 
sion Law. 


No mo re applicatio ns fo r o ld 
ag e pensio ns in Ru sh co u nty will 
be g ranted this y ear o n acco u nt 
of insufficient 
Recordii^ 
to a decisio n^ reached by the 
co u nty co mmissio ners at a meet­ 
ing Satu rday afterno o n. 
A to tal o f 39 belated applica­ 
tio ns remains o n file with the 
co mmissio ners bu t no ne o f these 
will be acted o n this y ear be­ 
cau se the co u nty is financially 
u nable to take care o f them. 
The co mmissio ners hav e g rant­ 
ed 225 petitio ns fo r o ld ag e pen­ 
sio ns, these pay ments av erag ing 
$9.10 a m o nth per perso n. An 
appro priatio n o f o nly $15,000 is 
av ailable to pay these pensio ns 
which will ag g reg ate appro x i­ 
mately $25,000 fo r 1934. 
Eno u g h mo ney is du e fro m the 
state, 
ho wev er, 
to 
help 
the 
co u nty in meeting these 225 pen­ 
sio n pay ments, acco rding to Ed­ 
g ar Stiers, co u nty au dito r, as the 
state is su ppo sed to pay back 
half o f what each co u nty spends 
fo r o ld ag e pensio ns. This pay ­ 
m ent fro m the state is du e in 
Ju ly . 
An appro priatio n o f $35,000 fo r 
o ld ag e pensio ns was requ ested 
by the co u nty au dito r bu t the 
co u nty co u ncil slashed this fig ­ 
u re to $25,000. The co u nty tax 
bo ard then fu rther redu ced the 
pensio n bu dg et to $15,000 which 
amo u nt the co mmissio ners hav e 
fo u nd insu fficient to meet all o f 
the pensio n applicatio ns. 
The final 39 requ ests, which 
hav e no t y et been passed o n by 
the bo ard, 
will be definitely 
shelv ed fo r the y ear by the 
co mmissio ners who decided no t 
to g rant any mo re o ld ag e pen­ 
sio ns fo r 1934. 
In co nsidering o ld ag e pensio n 
applicatio ns in prev io u s sessio ns, 
the co mmissio ners had rejected 
between thirty and fo rty becau se 
they believ ed th at the applicants 
did no t deserv e this relief. 
Do nald Wilso n, so n o f Mr. and 
Mrs. Charles F. Wilso n o f this 
city , was g ranted a y ear’s scho l­ 
arship to Pu rdu e u niv ersity by 
the co mmissio ners. Yo u ng Wil­ 
so n is a member o f this spring ’s 
Ru shv ille hig h scho o l g radu ating 
class. 
The co mmissio ners appro v ed 
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Harry G. Francis, ag e 7 0 y ears, 
pro minent lo cal indu strialist and 
president o f the Charles E. F ran­ 
cis co mpany o f this city , died 
Su nday ev ening at 6:10 o ’clo ck 
at a ho spital in Cincinnati where 
he had been a patient fo r the 
past ten day s.

preted as a partial retraction of 
the foreign office China poli- 
be ! cy declaration of April 17. 
The note being made pu blic 
before parliam ent by the British 
foreign secretary was presented 
April 26 to United States Ambas­ 
sador Joseph C. Grew and the 
British Ambassador, Sir Francis 
Lindley . 
This statem ent, 
by 
Foreign 
M inister 
Koki 
Hirotaa, 
was 
phrased 
in 
more 
conciliatory 
term s than that of April 17. It 
was described as the only “offi­ 
cial” interpretation of the ear­ 
lier declaration of the “hands 
off C hina” policy by a foreign 
office spokesman. 
H irota’s statem ent gav e as­ 
su rances that Japan has no in­ 
tention of opposing the open 
door policy in China, or v iolating 
ex isting treaties or interfering 
with any activ ities of other pow­ 
ers which wou ld redou nd to Chi­ 
na ’s benefit. 
So far as the Japanese people 
know today , the gov ernm ent’s 
position and tha t declared April 
17, based on instru ctions dis­ 
patched by the foreign office to 
Akira Ariy oshi, Japanese m inis­ 
ter to China, rem ains u naltered.

Japa n professes only the friendliest intentions 
tow ard this country in the honeyed words w hich 
a re sent to us across th e sea in official com ­ 
m unications, or through Ja pa n’s am bassador to 
th is country in his v arious statem ents to th e 
press. 
Yet, tim e and again, the true attitud e of 
th a t country tow ard this is rev ealed in the course 
of ev ents which are m ost interesting and v ital 
concerning th e relativ e m ilitary powers and 
strength of national defense of th e two coun­ 
tries. 
- 
The recent transferal of the U nited S tates 
w arship fleet from the Pacific to th e A tlantic 
through th e P anam a C anal presents a paradox 
to th e friendly attitud e th a t Japa n professes 
tow ard th is country. It was com m only intim ated 
by nav al authorities th a t they hoped to m ake th e 
th e transferal through th e canal in tw enty-four 
hours tim e. The actual tim e tak en to m ake the 
passage by th e 111 v essels in th e fleet was alm ost 
two full days. 
The failure to m ake the transfer in the set 
tim e was quickly reported by th e Japanese new s­ 
papers and it was a m a tte r of keen satisfaction 
to th a t country th a t th e U nited S tates was un­ 
able to accom plish its objectiv e. 
This is con­ 
clusiv e proof th a t Japa n is v itally interested in 
our m ilitary strength and achiev em ents. 
O rdinarily, we th ink of the P anam a C anal only 
as an instrum ent of peacetim e com m ercial ex ­ 
pediency but the im portance of this connecting 
link between the two great oceans is brought 
keenly to m ind w hen we th ink in term s of de­ 
fending our west coast and how v ital it is th a t 
we m ust be able to transfer our fleet from A t­ 
lantic to Pacific in quick tim e if the em ergency 
arises. 
The canal was closely 
guarded during the 
passage of the fleet. Such a precaution w as not 


out of order by any m eans and th e practice is a 
v aluable asset to our defense. 
I t is easily d e­ 
term ined th a t any m ishap to th e canal eith er in 
peacetim e or w artim e would be of the m ost seri­ 
ous consequences to th is country in adequately 
protecting both th e A tlantic and Pacific coast 
lines. 
From the rev ealed attitud e of Japan tow ard 
this country we will m ake no m istake in concen­ 
tra ting forces in th e Pacific and around th e 
P anam a C anal zone. 
The sinister belligerence of 
Ja pa n is now the chief th re a t to our peace.
